General of — 5 show how 
unfounded is the popular idea in Bengal that the prices of food-crops are 
rising because the cultivated area under rice is decreasing, and that under „ 
jute increasing. What are the real facts? There are immense uncultivated 
areas still avaiiabl in India, though, thanks to the efforts of Government, 
that area is steadily diminishing each year. Then about a third of the 
cropped area of India is devoted to edibles. Ten years ago 546,135,000 
bighas were caltivated with edible crops, but at present that area has in- 
creased to 611,000,000 bighas. What becomes of the idea that cultivators 
are abandoning the cultivation of food crops for more profitable non-food 
crops? Indeed, eave in the single case of the sugarcane crop there is no 
other edible the cultivation of which may be said to be diminishing. I, 
therefore, the cultivation of jute and cotton and such other non-edibles is 
increasing, it is not at the cost of the cultivation of edibles. The area under 
cotton has distinctly increased during the past ten years, and that is a matter 
of rejoicing to all. should jute be treated differently? Jute is as 
necessary as cotton. The cry therefore that jute is encroaching on rice land

In the face of outrageous Russian demands and what appears to 
be the most flagrant violation of the Anglo-Russian Oonvention, the 
Foreign re, has been pursuing a policy which can only be character- 
ised as a policy of acquiescing in whatever Russia may do. Because Russia 
objected to- the appointment of Major Stokes, Sir Edward Grey has gone 
so far as to induce the Government of India, through the Secretary of State, 
to appoint that officer to the General Staff at Simla, and request him to join 
his post as soon as possible, That this has been done at the instance of 
Sir Edward Grey, there does not seem to be the least doubt. It all comes 
to this, then, that because Russia objects to Persia appointing an Englishman 
to a particular office, an „ a which Persia is absolutely within her 
rights in making, therefore Britain must go so far as to exert her own 
influence to make it impossible for that officer to serve the Persian Govern- 
ment. The action of the Imperial Government in this matter is so clearly 


objectionable, that even the Huglisbman newspaper has felt constrained to 


protest emphatically against it. It is hoped that His Majesty's Government 


will yet rise to the height of the occasion and. will follow a policy in Persia 
worthy of England’s noble traditious, It would be a grievous disappointment 
to His Majesty's subjects in the East if Russia were able to follow a policy 
of annexation in Persia without Britain doing anything to restrain ber. 
1894. In deprecating the action of Ruseia in the despatching of some 
1 troops to Persia, the Hinaoo Patriot says that 
— England does not seem to be altogether blameless. 
The act of strengthening the consular guards and sending out troops from India 
to Shiraz, on the ground of attacks on British lives and property have been 
received with a degree of protest from Persia and even from some of the 
members of the House of Commons.

prominent part in them, be the recipients of such 
marked attention at the hands of the C. I. D. 7 The attention of the Govern- 
ment of India is drawn to the allegations here made, and hopes are. entertained 
that steps will be taken to discourage such activities on the part of the police and 
their agents. Such activities are particularly objectionable at a time like the 
present, when the country is preparing to receive, Their. Majesties, and when no 
accents, save those of peace and harmony, shouldbe hear. 
1398. The Iadias Empire remarks that the Kabuli nuisance is one from 
which every part of the empire suffers. However 
remote the village, however distant the corner, the 
inevitable Kabuli is there, either vending fruits or winter clothing or lending out 
money on usurious terms. And wherever he is, he is regarded not as a welcome 
friend or dealer, but as a pest and a terror. His brawny limbs and stalwart 
form and his huge lathi, which never leaves him, are dreaded by the peaceful 
inhabitants of villeges. All the same, inspite, of the complaints of the 
public and the knowledge of the officials as to the nature, habits and temper of 
these reckless tribesmen, nothing has been done to minimise the evil. Even in 
Calcutta, with its army of Indian and European police, its armed force and its 
large population, the Kabuli often indulges in rioting and assaults and terrorises 
the people. How very dangerous he is, was proved during the Barabazar riots 
last year. The first organised assault on the Marwari quarters was delivered 
by these desperate gentry, who advanced to the loot, daucing and yelling with 
their huge dathis brandished. over their heads. It was a fearful sight! Then 
everyone will remember the loot recovered from tbem and the large sums found 
on their persons which, however, could not be identified. Tbe Corporation and 
the Police had again failed on several previous occasions to dislodge them from 
vidently all these at last induced the 
Local Government to secure the loan of the services of a few Police 
officers from the North-West Frontier province. These have now arrived 
in Calcutta. and have, taken up their duties of looking after the 
turbulent Pathans and Peshwaris. Besides land has been acquired in 
Howrah to establish a serat for these people; but evidently this is not very 
much to their liking. Be that as it may, from all accounts to hand, it is a veri- 
table Pathan invasion that we are passing through, Thedail y average standa at 
a hundred, and one can fairly judge what this means. Why is itso? Why do 
they come in such large numbers this year? There. is much speculation on this 
head. Some aver that these arrivals are meant as reinforcements during the 
Bakr-Id.. If there be any probability inthis erf, it is certainly desirable that 
the authorities should institute strict enquiries and take precautions beforehand. 
Any repetition of last year’s terrible experience would be highly reprehensible.
